Still others would place the burden of blame on the city 
of New York. They know that clubs like the Happy Land 
operate under various fire and health violations. They even 
know of many of the clubs. Yet, the proper officials do not 
enforce the laws that these clubs violate. It takes one man’s 
rage, an ex-girlfriend, a dollar’s worth of gasoline, a match, 
and the resulting death of eighty seven people finally to bring 
some action. 

Let us hope that there will never be another tragedy like 
the one we faced on March 25. May the officials continue 
closing down those illegal clubs and give us the satisfaction 
of knowing that those who died were innocent.

Roam ... O’Connor’s Sermon: 

A Heavy Issue

In March during a homily at St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
Cardinal O’Connor addressed the subject of heavy-metal music, 
calling it the music of the devil. He also stated that heavy- 
metal might be an influence toward teenage suicide, using a 
ten-year-old song by Ozzy Osbourne called “Suicide Solution” as 
an example. 

First, it was inappropriate for the Cardinal to single out 
one particular song, “Suicide Solution,” saying that it implies 
and encourages suicide. Unfortunately, the Cardinal did not 
listen to the song before making a judgment on it. The song 
by no means suggests killing yourself. The song is actually 
about alcoholism and drinking and how doing these things is 
committing suicide. Osbourne at that time had just started to 
recover from being an alcoholic and wanted to send an important 
message to his fans about the consequences of alcoholism. 
Although Osborne certainly isn’t a saint, he means well in 
this song and is not trying to encourage suicide. Cardinal 
O’Connor also means well in what he is saying, but it was 
inappropriate for him to make a statment without listening 
to the lyrics. 

Secondly, Cardinal O’Connor said that heavy metal music 
was “satanic.” Most heavy metal music does not imply or 
encourage the worship and work of Satan. However, there are 
some exceptions. Some heavy metal music may refer to the 
work of Satan. For example, the cover of one of the heavy 
metal band Venom’s albums says that they “Spit on the God 
that we worship.” This type of nonsense should never be 
taken seriously. Some heavy metal bands use methods like 
this to get you to buy the album. Usually, this is nothing 
more than a publicity stunt. Any kind of music can be en¬ 
joyed, as long as you do not take the lyrics seriously and 
you don’t make music a major part of your life. 

Most other metal bands not only don’t encourage evil, 
many songs actually deter it. For example, “After Forever,” 
a song by Black Sabbath; ironically, this song was sung by 
Ozzy Osbourne; the lyrics say stay away from the devil and 
worship God. 

Heavy-metal also talks in its lyrics about important issues 
in the world. Nuclear Assault’s “Trail of Tear” actually 
deters suicide in it’s lyrics. Anthrax’s “Who Cares Wins” 
deals with issues of the homeless, Metallico’s “Fight Fire With 
Fire” deals with the issue of a nuclear war, and Ozzy Os¬ 
bourne’s Revelation (Mother Earth) and Testament’s “Green¬ 
house Effect” talk about pollution. 

There are certainly many rights and wrongs in heavy 
metal music, but there are many rights and wrongs in any 
other kind of music. As long as you listen to the music- 
intelligently and maturely, any kind of music is fine. 

Music, especially rock and roll, has always been subject 
to severe criticism over the years, from the beginning of 
rock with Elvis Presley and the Beatles to the present day of 
Ozzy Osbourne and Metallica. But the fact is that rock and 
roll has been an influential part of America’s youth and has 
always had extreme popularity. The fact is, whether it’s good 
or bad, “You can’t kill Rock and Roll.”

March 1, 1961, President 

John F. Kennedy issued an 
executive order to create the 
Peace Corps. Since 1961, more 
than 122,000 Americans have 
taken on the challenge of pro¬ 
moting world peace and 
friendship by helping develop¬ 
ing countries meet their basic 
needs for health care, food, 
shelter and education. 

“Peace Corps, The Tougest 
Job You’ll Ever Love,” is the 
logo for this government 
agency. Many people think 
that physical hardship (labor) 
will be the most difficult part 
of being a volunteer. In ac¬ 
tuality the most common and 
difficult challenges are adapta¬ 
tions to the slow pace at 
which changes occur in the 
developing countries. 

For those volunteers who 
qualify, the repayment of 
National District Student Loans 
is substantially reduced and the 
interest on these loans can¬ 
celled for a full two years of 
Peace Corps service. Over 
50 graduate schools provide 
scholarships for returned val- 
unteers. Several universities 
offer limited academic credit 
for Peace Corps service. 

In order to qualify, a candi¬ 
date must be at least 19 years 
of age, a U.S. citizen, in good 
physical condition, of course, 
and offer at least a B.A. or 
3 to 5 years of full-time work 
experience in a field beneficial 
to the Peace Corps. A normal 
tour of service consists of 
two years, following the three 
months of language and cross- 
cultural training. 

By joining the Peace Corps, 
you, the volunteer, will bring 
this government agency one 
step closer to its goals.

Founded in 1974, and coming from the Forest Hills section 
of Queens, the Ramone’s were one of the most important bands 
in the punk movement, and continue to influence bands today.

The Ramone’s continue to sell out their concerts, because 
fans enjoy hearing how Joey will twist the band’s 2-minute 
anthems into what sometimes sound like completely different 
songs. 

The band has matured over the years, and hopefully the 
Ramone’s legacy will continue for many years to come.
